As the writer was about to leave, THOMAS stated, 
•'When you showed ae your credentials, I thought you were hers 
on something else." 


\ Then questioned by the writer as to what he was 
referring, THOMAS replied, "I an a close persdnal friend of 
CLAI_SHA*!' , and stated he also knew "DAVID FEW IE. through 
SHAW." fle stated SHAW had been at his hone a V ew days before 
JAMES GARRISON had SHAW arrested, and he also stated soae of 
GARRISON'S Invest lga tors 'bad called bis concerning people who 
were present at SHAW's father's wake which was held at his 
funeral hone. THOMAS advised that he did not feel SHAW had 
been Involved in a plot to kill President KENNEDY, froa what 
he knew of hla. He stated SHAW had always been politically 
conservative, while OSWALD appeared to be "left wing" and he 
could not see the two of then becoslng involved together. 

The above lnfornatlon was volunteered by THOMAS and 
no comments concerning GARRISONS investigation were nade to 
THOMAS by the writer. THOMAS was advised by the writer that 
be was not conducting any Investigation in the assassination. 
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
